ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

WEEKLY SUNDAY MASS ATTENDANCE CONTINUES TO DECLINE 


¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance 
Mass attendance was declining 
between 0.5% to 1% per year. 


¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR

¢ Only 40-50% of our elementary school 


children live in the boundaries of their 
parish school. 


¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in St. Louis County. The geography of this area is defined by 
three Interstates (64, 44 and 270). 


¢ Located in the Mid-County deanery, there are 13 territorial parishes and the 
Washington University Student Center. 12 elementary schools are in this planning 
area. Currently, there are 18 diocesan and 2 order priests assigned to this group. 


¢ Clusters of church buildings exist in the eastern part of the planning area with 
parishes within a few miles of each other. Larger parishes in the southwest are 
also within 2-3 miles. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS THE MOST AFFLUENT IN THE DIOCESE 


¢ Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 6% from 2010. 
¢ The area is very stable racially, age-wise and socio-economically. 


¢ 29% of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. 


¢ Median household income in the area is $111,064, well above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS INCREASING SLIGHTLY 


The eleven elementary schools in this planning area have 2,733 children enrolled 
in Catholic elementary schools, up 1% from 5 years ago. Four parish-based 
schools have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries (four schools in 
this planning area are over 50%). 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 2,866. 


There are 1,269 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 27% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Ste. Genevieve du Bois parish was 
established in 1956 just as much of Warson 
Woods was being developed with 
subdivisions of primarily ranch houses. The 
parish territory is very small, with the parish 
having been created after all of the 
surrounding parishes had long been 
previously established. Nevertheless, the 
Ste. Genevieve territory is the most Catholic 
area of the metro area with 48% of the 
resident population being Catholic. 


¢ Asmall parish with 700 households and 150 
students in the parish school. 


¢ The parish church was completed in 1978 
and seats 500. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Ste. Genevieve is in a small geographic area of single family ranch homes 
and larger estate homes. This is the 7" most affluent parish area of the 
diocese. 


¢ Still a young demographic with baptisms stable and exceeding funerals. 
Growing school enrollment but still too small. Mass attendance has been 
declining. 


¢ The parish is in stable financial condition with stable reserves, though still 
investing too much in its small parish school. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS PRIMARILY MIDDLE-CLASS RANCH HOMES 
AND LARGER HOMES ON LARGE LOTS 


¢ This small parish area only has 4,700 residents within the parish boundaries. 
¢ The parish area can be best be described as stable, white, and Catholic. 
¢ Median household income is $136,600 which is well above the archdiocesan 


average of $60,700 and the 7" highest areas in the diocese. 
Median housing value is $473,000 


* 48% of the resident population is Catholic which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of 18% and the highest in the metro area.
